INTERESTING DETAILS OF 


AGRICULTURE 


a 


Edmonton, Mareh 11—During 2 
years the total amount guaranteed 
in loans to farmers under the Cow 
Bill is just over two million dollars 
aceording to the annual report of 
Hon. Duncan Marshall, Minister 
of Agriculture, which has tabled 
in the house today. The report 
bristles with «interesting facts 
covering all phases of agriculture 
in the province. 

According to the report the 
number of farmers served under 
‘‘Cow Bill’ is 1,480 and the num- 
ber of cattle purchased is over 
2,000. 

The report says that Dairy com- 
missioner Marker’s statistics show 
the dairy business did not decline 
during the past year in spite of 
the adverse conditions of labor and 
the high cost of feed. . The aver- 
age number of milch cows ' per 
farm in Alberta is now 5.6, while 
the total production of creamery 
butter in the province in 1918 
was 9,100,000. pounds as against 
8,944,000 pounds in, 1917. 

In ten years the. production of 
butter has increased from 2,550,- 
000 pounds and of cheese from 
88,570 pounds to 650,000 pounds. 
There was an increase also in the 
price to the producer of butter of 
75 p.c. in the last four years. 

The report of W. F. Stevens, live 
stock commissioner, on bull sales, 
shows that 141 were sold at Ed- 
monton, at an average price of 
$231.06; 784 at Calgary at an av- 
erage of $269,138, and 179 at La- 
combe at an average of $191.34. 
Mr, Stevens thinks that the sale 
of tractors and automobiles has 
affected the horse market espec- 
ially the light horse market, and 
he remarks on George Lane mak- 
ing a sale of 22 head of pure-bred 
Percheron horses and one stallion 
to go to Great Britain. 

The report of the publicity com- 
mittee shows that whereas in 1909 
there was 1,242,444 acres under 
crop in the provinee, in 1918 there 
were over six times as much, or 
7,727,792 acres. The total area 
broken in the province is reported 
at over 10,000,000 acres. 

During the year, 2,141 home- 
steads were granted, 15 pre-em- 
tions six purchased homesteads, 
and there were 431 soldiers grants. 

During March, April and May 
of 1918, 4,515 applications were 
filed by the labor bureau of the 
department. Wages during harv- 
est ranged from $65 to $90 mo. 
and from $2.50 to $5.50 per day. 
The total situations filled by the 
labor bureau were 7,931. 

Immigration for the year show- 
ed that Alberta received 16,261 
people as against 12,418 in 1917, 
and 7,200 in 1916. Deputy Minis 
ter R. A. Craig, in his portion of

The depart- 
ment placed 338 Ford tractors du- 
ring the spring and the number of 
other tractors sold in the provin- 
eé is not known, 

A. E Meyer has been appointed 
superintendent of the agricultur- 
al schools, and Charles S. Hotch- 


er on account of ill health, his pla- 
ee being taken by James Craig. 

The report states the provine- 
ial demonstration farms suffered 
from drought and frost, as did pri- 
vate enterprises. Considerable in- 
formation is given conterning for- 
age crops. It is stated that the 
corn crop is becoming a very im- 
rortant one in the southern part 
of the province for this purpose, 
the yield running from five to ten 
tons of green fodder for silage. 
Rape is also showing up well on 
he demonstration farms. While 
fall rye seems to be the leading 
pasture crop in the south. ‘Sweet 
‘lover is being experimented on 
at Sedgewick, and alfalfa is doing 
well in withstanding drought at 
Ylaresholm and Medicine Hat. 
[he report states that the demon- 
itration farms have paid their way 
luring the year and are some to 
the good. 

Work at the agricultural schools 
vas interfered with by the influ- 
mza epidemic the schools being 
turned into hospitals. One hund- 
red and forty-four patients were 
taken eare of in the Olds school.

Military Germany Must Go 


Paris, March 13—Military Ger- 
many will go out of existence as 
the result of the adoption by the 
supreme council tonight of the 
military terms of German disarm- 
ament as they will~ go into the 
peace treaty. These terms prov- 
ide for a sweeping reduction of 
the German military estimate 
down to 100,000 men, with 4,000 
officers, the army to be retained by 
the voluntary system for the per- 
iod of 12 years. The effect of 
this is to limit Germany's milit- 
ary strength for the next 12 yrs. 
to 100,000 men, which is less than 
the number of men under the pre- 
sent armistice. 

Other provisious in the military 
terms limit the arms and munit- 
ions Germany may possess to a 
quantity sufficient for 100,000 men 
and all the remainder must be de 
livered over or destroyed. The 
imperial general staff is abolished 
as the result of reducing the force. 

Discussion of the subject was 
resumed by the supreme council 
today, the basis for the debate be 
ing Marshal Foch’s report on 
Premier Lloyd George’s proposal 
to reduce Germany’s armed force 
from 200,000 men as had been sug- 
gested to 140,000 men, and tu sub- 
stitute voluntary force for com- 
compulsory service. Marshal Foch 
favored the change, as the eon
